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Parisian Women 


Try Nazi Nerves 


Steady War of Harassment 
Showing Germans That 
French Hate Them. 


LONDON.—The calculated hatred 
bestowed by the women of France 
upon German occupation forces has 
blossomed into a warfare for which 
the Nazis have no adequate defense, 
French underground reports de- 
clare. - 

French women trip the Germans 
in Paris subways, cut crosses of 
Lorraine in their coats, #nd insult 
them by refusing offers of seats 
from the ‘“‘correct’’ Nazis in crowd- 
ed trains. 

A 22-year-old Parisian school- 
teacher, just escaped to London, 
said that recently the Germans’ 
troubles had increased. She said 
many of them realized the Reich 
was losing the war and their nerves 
were cracking. 

The teacher told of organizing a 
“Friday Evening Circle’? among her 
friends. Its sole purpose was to 
harass the Germans from five 
o’clock until midnight every Friday 
evening so that each Nazi thus dealt 
with would never forget the atmos- 
phere of constant hate in which he 
lived. 


Women Help Allies. 

The women of France provide 
more positive service for the Allies 
by transporting ammunition for the 
underground, informing the British 
of German military installations and 
ship movements, aiding American 
airmen to escape and carrying the 
messages with which the under- 
ground leaders maintain contact. 

For three years the Parisian 
schoolteacher carried on this dan- 
gerous work, with death her con- 
stant companion should she be de- 
tected. Finally her activities were 
betrayed by a homeless Frenchman 
to whom she gave refuge, and she 
had to flee for London. 

Disguised, she sought refuge wher- 
ever she could find it and moved 
every few days. 

“In some places I sought help 


from people I had never heard of,”’ | 


the school teacher said. ‘‘Without 
exception they took me in, even 
though I told them they were risk- 
ing their lives.’ 

French women feel it a point of 
honor to look well dressed before the 
hated Nazis, the school teacher said, 
even if it means making frocks out 
of window curtains or any other ma- 
terial that comes to hand. 

Annoys Germans. 

This annoys the Germans, she 
said. No matter how much they pay 
for Parisian clothes for their wives, 
the German women never have the 
same smart appearance. French 
stylists deliberately create expen- 
sive gowns and frocks that empha- 
size the bad points of the heavy 
German figure. 

Many French women have been 
killed performing the routine busi- 
ness of the underground. 

“They are taking even more risks 
than the men,” a French army of- 
ficer has said. 

The schoolteacher told of a wom- 
an who walked along a quiet street 
in Paris with a secret message for, 
an underground leader tucked under 
a bow in her hair. 

She stepped into a building, left 
the message and hurried out. A 
German officer stopped her. The 
building was an old stable and he 
wanted to know what business took 
a pretty girl there. 

‘Just fixing up my stocking,” the 


woman answered readily. ‘‘My gar- 
ter broke.’’ 

Smiling tolerantly, the German 
moved on. 


The woman shuddered. She had 
said the first thing that came into 
her head, without realizing that her 
legs were painted and stockingless.

million tons of manganese ores for 
the war, were announced by Secre- 
tary Ickes. 

Idle since 1933, because of flood- 
ing, the workings cover an area of 
about eight square miles in and ad- 
jacent to Leadville.

Great in War 


Doctors Told That Mental 
Crack-Ups Need High 
Morale as Remedy. 


PHILADELPHIA. — The mental 
breakdowns of American soldiers, 
largest and costliest item of our 
present losses, are not the same as 
in the World war, and require a 
high home morale as one antidote. 


This report was made to the Asso- | 


ciation of Military Surgeons of the 
United States here by Dr. Edward 
A. Strecker, consultant in psychia- 
try to the secretary of war, the navy 
and the army air forces. 

In the World war the common 
mental crack-ups were due to the 
hysterias. These brought on blind- 


ness in perfectly good eyes, paral- | 


ysis in perfectly good legs. They 
were due to shock and fear in battle. 
They were not deliberate, Dr. Streck- 
er explained, but due to the person- 


ality trying camouflage to protect | 


itself. A man with paralyzed legs, 
for example, couldn’t march or fight. 
In the present war the men are 


under great strain for long periods, | 
for they are fighting with compli- | 
cated machinery that both protects | 


them and takes more out of them 


to operate. The long-continued wor- | 


ry breaks their minds, and in the 
end more men may give way than 
in the relatively brief battle situa- 
tions.

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(884 Nurse Schools 
Will Train Cadets 


| Program Approved by Pub- 
lic Health Service.

ot WASHINGTON.—The public health 
: : service has approved 884 nursing 
schools’ applications, out of 1,017 to 
date, for the cadet nurse corps Ppro- 
gram. Under the Bolton act this 
program subsidizes private nursing 
education for women who pledge 
their professional service to essen- 
tial military and civilian nursing for 
the duration of the war. 

It was estimated that the approval 
of the training program in 884 
schools would bring 85,648 student 
nurses into the cadet corps. Of these 
41,625 will be beginner students, it 
was believed. The quota of the 
corps is 65,000 new student mem- 
bers by June, 1944. 

The easiest part of recruitment 
has passed, in the last three months 
since the creation of the corps. How- 
ever, the public health service be- 
lieves that it may have to increase 
its quota to meet rising needs for 
more nurses on the battle and home 
fronts. 

Miss Lucile Petry, who as direc- 
tor of the service’s division of nurse 
education is also director of the 
cadet corps, has returned to Wash- 
ington from two speaking engage- 
ments in Denver, before the Colo- 
rado State Nurses association and 
the Colorado State League of Nurs- 
ing Education. Miss Petry reported 
that the nursing schools in Denver 
have pooled their educational fa- 
cilities so that 300 students are be- 
ing trained at a single instruction 
center. 

This step she praised as ‘‘progres- 
sive.’’ It was not only a help toward 
solving the teacher shortage and 
general manpower difficulties but 
also a tonic to nursing education it- 
self. Acceleration in nursing edu- 
cation brings about improvement 
in method, she explained.
